CULEBRA STILA. MENACES. 


Engineers Report 1,500,000 Cubic 
Yards of Earth and Rock Must Be 


Removed at Slide. 

‘RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Not less 
than 1,500,000 cubic yards of earth 
and rock, and possibly more, will 
have to be removed from the famous 
Cucaracha slide In the Culebra cut 
before it will cease to be a menace 
to the channel, according to advices 
received at the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission today. The engineers by 
constant work with seven dredges 
have managed to keep open a chan- 
nel 160 feet wide at the narrowest 
point. But the whole side of the hill 
continues in slight motion from the 
top clear to the edge of the canal 
channel, and the slide is more than 
a third of a mile long. 

The greatest “rubber-neck” con- 
veyance in public use will be the pas- 
senger-carrying barge which is now 
being fitted up to carry sight-seers 
through the Panama Canal. Its 
foundation is a stee! mud dump barge 
brought to the isthmus in 1909, and 
it ie 154 feet long, thirty-two feet 
beam, ten feet, seven inches depth 
and 600 gross tons. TAke the familiar 
sight-seeing trucks, the seats are ar- 
ranged in tiers gradually descending 
from a height of eight feet. nine 
inches in the rear to two feet at the 
forward end, and there is also stand- 
ing room for passengers on the roof. 
The barge will seat 276 passengers, 
and a fare of $1.50 will be charged.

CCUSES JUDGE

SPEER OF THE FEDERAL BENCH 
DECLARED INCOMPETENT. 


United States Attorney Brings the 
Charge Before Congressional In- 
vestigation Committee at Macon, 
Ga.—Jurist’s Attempt to Defend 
Himself Stopped by Chairman.

MACON (Ga.) Jan. 23.—United 
States Attorney Akerman appeared 
today before members of the House 
Judiciary Committee investigating 
charges of misconduct against United 
States Judge "Emory Speer. 

“Do you know anything concerning 
the charge that Judge Speer is ad- 
dicted to the drug habit?” asked 
Chairman Webb. 

“Not of my own knowledge,” re- 
plied the witness. “I can only give 
you the opinion of a lawyer. I have 
frequently observed the judge became 
irritable, restless and impatient; that 
on such occasions he would recess his 
court and go to chambers for five or 
ten minutes when he would re- 
mount the bench with old-time 
vigor.” 

Akerman testified that in a bank- 
ruptcy case, fees that he considered 
excessive were allowed by Judge 
Speer to the firm of Talley and Hay- 
ward, the former being at one time 
private secretary to Judge Speer, and 
the latter his son-in-law. When he 
protested that the fees were more 
liberal than allowed his own firm, also 
participants in the litigation, Aker- 
man said Judge Speer said his son-in- 
law was in need of money. 

“The judge then asked me,” said 
Mr. Akerman. “if the court raised 
my firm's fees, would we withdraw 
and Hay-

Asiatic Laborers,

WASHINGTON, Jan. -23.—Secre- 
tary Wilson of the Department of La- 
bor suggested to Congress today that 
the doors of the United States be 
closed hereafter to the Hindu labor- 
er. 
Injury to labor conditions on the 
Pacific Coast through an. already un- 
accountable influx of Hindus and pos- 
sible extension as to the same condi- 
tions in the southern States were the 
reasons given by Wilson for urging 
their immediate exclusion. 
The Secretary's views were  ex- 
pressed in a letter to Speaker Clark. 
While the Secretary did not discuss 
with President Wilson the questions 
brought up in today’s letter he wrote, 
he said after Commissioner-General 
Caminetti of the Immigration Bureau 
had consulted John Bassett Moore 
he had learned that no treaty would 
be viplated if the recommendations 
were carried out. 
The Secretary suggested that the 
term “Asiatic laborer” be defined as 
including all aliens east of a certain 
boundary line except those—euch as 
Japanese and Chinese—whose immi- 
gration already is regulated by 
agreements between the United States 
and the governments in the Far East. 
FOR. PHYSICAL TEST. 
To solve the problem of Asiatic im- 
migration not covered by existing re- 
strictions, Mr. Wilson proposed that 
a physical test be administered be- 
fore any Asiatic laborers, ag the term 
is to be defined, are admitted. Phvs- 
ically defective aliens fré@m Persia. 
Turkestan, Afghanistan, Siam and 
other Asiatic countries could there- 
by be prevented from entering into 
competition with’ American labor 
without violating any treaties, Mr. 
Wilson believes, as there would be 
no discrimination against any par- 
ticular country. He also suggested 
that perhaps all immigrants intend- 
ing to do manual labor might well be 
subjected to a physical test. 
Secretary Wilson deciared that 
since 1899 exclusive of those from 
the Philippines, 6656 Hindus entered 
the United States in a regular man- 
ner, and including deportations, only 
ninety-eight had left. He intimated 
that a large number entered sur- 
reptitiously. 
“The department is tnformed,” he 
wrote, “that word has gone forth 
through India and certain portions of 
Asia and the adiacent islands that thie 
ie the promised liand. From the 
Philippines came a report last spring 
that six or seven thousand were ready 
to start for the mainiand at the first 
sign of the open door.” 
Secretary Wilson suggested amend- 
ments to effectually close the “back 
door to continental United States, 
which Hindus and other aliens are 
now attempting to make of the Phil- 
ippines.” 

SCOPE OF LEGISLATION. 
Declaring that the term Asiatic la- 
borer is too indefinite for practical 
administrative purposes, the Secre- 
tary recommended that new legisia- 
tion define one as “a native of any 
country or district or island, adjacent 
thereto, situated east of a line com- 
posed of the Red, Mediterranean, 
Aegean, Marmora, Black and Caspian 
seas, the Caucasus and Ural Moun- 
tans, and the Ural River, with the 
exception of Turkey in Asia, but not 
to exclude aliens whose immigration 
into the United States is regulated 
by existing agreements as to pass- 
ports.” He suggests, however, that 
excepting the whole of Turkey in 
Asia, may be going too far, or that 
even other Asiatic countries might 
be included in the exception. The 
boundary line suggested is substan- 
tially that historically separating 
Asia from Europe, but not the line 
shown in modern maps. 

Mr. Wilson explained that in his 
views on Asiatic exclusion the Labor 
Department did not undertake to ex- 
press any dépinion as to whether any 
of the pending bills would conflict 
with treaties between the United 
States and any Asiatic countries. 
That, he says, is a question for the 
State Department. He suggested, 
however, that “probably a distinction 
could be made as to the gravity of 
the question between bills contem- 
plating the exclusion of Hindu la- 
borers and of Asiatic laborers gen- 
erally.” 

The Wilson letter will be taken 
up by the House Immigration Com- 
mittee, 

BURNETT'S ACTION. 

Chairman Burnett of the House 
Immieration Committee, to which 
the Wilson letter was referred, later 
introduced a resolution to provide for 
a special rule, already approved by 
the Democrats of the Rules Commit- 
tee, to provide that immediately on 
its adoption the Burnett immigra- 


tion dill shall be considered in the 
House from day to day except 
Wednesdays, until finally acted on. 


The purpose is to have the immigra- 
tion bill follow the yostoffice ap- 
propriation bill, now about to be 
passed. The Burnett bill, virtually 
identical with the measure vetoed by 
President Taft, does not embody 
Asiatic exclusion as proposed in the 
Raker resolution, but is featured by 
the literacy test.

OIL FOR NAVY. 


DANTELS AND LANE CONFER ON 
OWNERSHIP PLAN.

Because of Increased Price of 
Product and the Rapidly Multi- 
plying Consumption by Battleships 
and Cruisers Steps May Be Taken 
to Tap Fields in California. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—As_ the 
result of an investigation disclosing 
the advantages of oil-equipped bat- 
tleships, Secretaries Daniels and 
Lane, Chairman Padgett of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, and others 
have been conferring over a project 
for government ownership of oil 
lands and pipe lines for furnishing 
the ‘navy with its own field. Rear- 
Admiral Griffin, chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, has just filed 
with the House Naval Committee a 


statement outlining the project, with 
recommendations. Meantime a hear- 
ing will be given at the Interior De- 
partment next Saturday night on a 
bill of Senator Gore, proposing a pipe 
line from Oklahoma to the Gulf of 
Mexico, for the ase of thm navy. 

Details of the plan became known 
today. Because of the increased cost 
of oil, which naval officials say went 
up 50 per cent. last year, “with the 
navy multiplying the consumption 
and the oil coempanies multiplying 
the price,”’ plans are under way for 
making the navy independent of oil 
eompanies by reserving lands or ac- 
quiring them, and by developing its 
own resources. 

Besides oil lands in Oklahoma of- 
ficilals here have considered govern- 
ment lands in California, though it 
in suggested that these might involve 
title litigation. Admiral Griffin sug¢- 
gested the Osage lands in Oklahoma, 
adding that there are also undeveloped 
oll lends in Alaska 

The statement of Admiral Griffin is 
based on an investigation by Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Boyd of the Steam 
Engineering Bureau. He says that if 
the gevernment should produce its 
own oil it could save the large pipe 
line transportation profit by building 
its own pipe lines. The saving, com- 
pared with present conditions, would 
be from $1,000,000 upwards annually. 

A $500,000 appropriation to lease 
“a quarter section of highly probable 
land” is recommended “as a begin- 


ning.” the remainder to be used for 
drilling and acquiring additional 
lands. The government, !{t recom- 


mends, should have the same selling 
rights as any company beginning op- 
erations. 

The navy. during the last fiscal 
vear, used 400,000 barrels of oll. and 
all new destroyers, submarines and 
bettleships are to use oil only. For 
the next fiscal year the navy wants 
700,000 barrels, with subsequent 
steady increases. 

TEXT OF STATEMENT. 

“Under war conditions,” the state- 
ment says, “there might be periods 
when we would be using at the rate 
of five or six times that quantity. 
We are paying $1.39 a barrel for 
oil at Port Arthur, and the best in- 
formation obtainable points to a fur- 
ther Increase fn price. 

“The time is not yet ripe for any 
recommendations for producing in 
Califcrnia,”’ the statement continues. 
“The titles of land in the navy pe 
troleum reserves are not clear, and 
the outcome of the suite for recov- 
ery of lands therein from the South- 
ern Pacific cannot be foreseen. More- 
over, the status of lands will be In- 
firenced by the future decision in the 
Midwest O11 Company case, which 
will determine the status of claims 
at the date of the order of with- 
drewal from entry of these lands. 


“No complete investigation of 
Claims has vet been made by the 


General Land Office, which must be 
done before the Navy Department can 
with justice begin any operations 
therein. Again, much of the ofl lies 
deep in the ground. which imposes 
an unfavorable and highly speculative 
condition. 

“Probably the most logical method 
of beginning operations in California 
is to await the outcome of the pres- 
ent suits for recovery of oil lands. 
and in case of decision favorable to 
the government to take over the de- 
veloped lands, which may revert to 
the government as additional portions 
of the navy petroleum reserves.”

ARMOUR DEFIANT 


Books of Packers Demanded 
at Chicago Hearing. 


Vice-President Ellis May Be 
Cited for Contempt. 


Examiner Boyle Makes 
Charge of Discrimination. 


[BY 4. P. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES] 
CHICAGO, Jar. 23.—While officials 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion prepared for a hurried trip to 
Washington to draw up a petitiun to 
the Federal Court here demanding 
that the Armour private refrigerator 
car lines be compelled to furnish its 
traffic figures, A. R. Fay, vice-presi- 
dent of the Swift ear lines, declined to 
challenge the commission's authority 
and proved @ willing witness today. 
Refusal of F. W. Ellis, vice-prest- 
dent of the Armour lines, to reply te 
questions is expected to result in a 
Federal ruling that will establish 
either the commission's power to en- 
force answers or the witness’ right to 
refuse to disclose his business secrets. 
Commissioner Charles C: MeChord 
left hastily at noon today for Wash- 
ington and Edward W. Hines, special 
counsel for the commission, will fol- 
low him tomorrow night. The peti- 
tion to compel Ellis to testify or else 
be cited for contempt probably will 
be filed Tuesday before Judge Landis. 
Fay told George P. Boyle, special ex- 
aminer, that the operation of private 
refrigerator car lines was not profit- 
able, paying the company less than 2 
per cent. on a large investment. 
EXPENSE TO COMPANIES. 
“The companies had to build their 
own cars to carry fruit and perish- 
able merchandise,’ he said. “Other- 
wise they would be unable to trans- 
port the goods, as the railroads did not 


supply the demand for refrigerator 
cars." 
Fay said that Swift & Co. had 


$8,500,000 tied up in refrigerator cara 
and that last year the net earnings on 
that investment was only $94,700. In 
contrast to the refusal to answer by 
Ellis, Fay readily agreed to submit his 
books to the commission. (Officials 
of the cay department of Morris & Co. 
also testified. 

Boyle placed in evidence a letter 
written by Fay to a railroad company 
in which Fay said that the company 
which handled his cars tn the consid- 
erate manner as to quick return of 
empties and usage would be favored in 
‘the packers’ routing. Bovle said this 
letter indicated discrimination. 

HINES EXPLAINS TRIP. 

“Ruling on our petition will estab- 
lish how far witnesses may go in Fre- 
fusing to testify,” said Hines in ex- 
Plaining hie trip to Washington.

Ceremony, Unique in the Annals 
of the Southwest, Is Scheduled 
Near Albuquerque When the 
United States Indian Commission 
Makes Its Official Inspection,

ALBUQUERQUE (N..M.) Jan. 23. 
-—-Ar Indian pow-wow, unique in the 
annals of the Southwest, will be held 
tomorrow at Isleta pueblo, sixteen 
miles south of here, when the pueblo 
chiefs of half a dozen villages will 
meet with Father William A. Ketch- 
am, of Washington, head of the 
National Board of Catholic Indian 
Missions, and Dr. Samuel A. Eliot of 
Boston, a son of the president 
emeritus of Harvard, Boston mem- 
bers of the United States Indian 
Commission. ‘ 

The commission is completing a 
tour of all the Indian reservations 
in the West, and the result of its 
investigations wfll be embodied in a 
report to be submitted to President 
Wilson and Secretary of the Interior 
Lane.

solved to the satisfaction of all par- 
ties concerned. 

The northern university offers sev- 
eral explanations for the stand taken, 


whiie locally the supporters of the 
Trojans brand the Cards as rank 
quitters. 


IN THE HEAT OF BATTLE. 

In the heat of compeétition many 
things are likely to happen and more 
so when we remember the fact that 
the undergraduates are apt to squan- 
der their whole monthly stipends on 
the outcome of certain events. Nat- 
urally when the dope is upset, there 
ie much hard feeling, something 
which should not exist in the ranks 


of intercollegiate or amateur ath- 
letica. 
Rash statements are made, when 


some student hae suffered a “nick’’ 
of the bank roll, and there was some 
suffering, these statements are taken 
up, passed along and in a few weeks 
go down as matters of tradition. 
However, it is probably for the best 
that relations between Stanford and 
U.S.C. have been dropped, as the 
feeling was efrowing far too intense 
for the sake of good eport. 

The feneral consensus of opinior 
here and to some extent at Califor- 
nia points to the following state of 
affairs as the crux of the situation. 
Stanford does not wish to recognize 
U.S.C. as an intercollegiate equal in 
the field of competition, which 
would surely be necessary after this 
year now that U.S.C. has barred all 
preps and is about to cut freshmen 
from the intercollegiate varsity 
games. Also the fact that U.S.C. is 
growing and now has an enrollment 
of 2965 students, which ts larger than 
that of Stanford, and has begun to 
draw heavily from the southern high 


in the heart of Stanford. The latter 
has always depended largely on ath- 
letic material gleaned from the south- 
ern prep field. In other words the 
situation comes down to a sort of 
athletic embargo. 

On the other hand California is 
willing to admit U.S.C. to equal reja- 
tions, as the institution wants more 
competition.

BUT THE STUDENTS DO NOT GET 
ENOUGH EXERCISE. 


Dr. Wingert of Ohio State Uni- 
versity Starts a Campaign to Have 
All Students Participate in Ath- 
letic Activities in the Universities. 
Do Not Foster Sports. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TMS.) 
BLOOMINGTON (Ind.) Jan. 22.— 

Athletic expenses of colleges in the 

United States amount to more than 

$1,000,000,000 a year, but the major 

portion of the money does not go to 
pay for physical exercises of the stu- 
dents. This information was con- 
tained in the report of Dr. H, 8. Win- 
gert, director of physical education at 

Ohio State University, which was re- 

ceived today by the athletic authori- 

ties of Indiana University. 
The majority of students attending 

American colleges do not take the 

physical exercise necessary to keep 

their bodies in a healthy condition, the 
report says. 
Dr. Wingert shows that of 111,600 

students in 150 institutions only 18,359 

participate in the athletic games, 

while in non-varsity games 45,378 meh 
take part. On the sports not played 
under the direction of colleges only 
$71,000 is spent annually. 

Out of 143 colleges taking part in 
intercoliegiate sports, 37 per cent. take 
no interest in fostering an@ type of 
physical exercise, the report says. Fif- 
ty-one per cent. try to create love for 
sports by promoting football, baseball, 


one per cent. give corrective exercises; 
14 per cent., hygienic lectures; 5 per 
cent. require swimming and 2 per cent 
teach dancing. 

Dr. Wiogert’s investigation is part 
of the programme being carried on by 
colleges to have all atudents partici- 
pate in athletic exercises.

This not omfy bad but is injurious, 
ee in going the full distance too oft- 
en, the runner is likely to reach out 
for time and thus run himself stale. 
So the first step in training mMus* 
be confined to jogging distances, half 
the length of the race for which the 


training for any event is to work up 
the proper form first, then conserve 
tie energy in. such a way that the 
eontestant will reach his maximum 
physical efficiency during the course 
of competition§. this miakes possible 
the best use of the reserve, energy. 
Which is the element in all athletics 
eventually wins. 

But to get back to types that are 
hest fitted fdr the five, ten and Mara- 
thon races. Little men do well here, 
fn fact a man with light, stringy 
guscies is the best fitted for the com- 
petition. Because the races are long, 
excess development and weight just 
make the load that much more. In 
Secokine through the records of the 
Warathon runners, ft will be found 
that the best runners for the full dis- 
tance (which is twenty-six miles and 
gome vards) are rather scrawny in- 
dividuals.

When running keep the arms and 
the chest relaxed. You can do this 
if you do not clench the hagds. 
Never set a pace that brings you in 
exhausted——always try to finish fresh. 
When your legs and s begin to 
grow tired stop and walk. Use the 
entire ball*of your foot and not just 
the toe, and never come down on the 
heel at the end of each stride; it jars 
the spine. . 

If you want to be a Marathon run- 
ner go the full distances mentioned 
above, but, if a five or ten-mfler, cut 
your miaximum to four and a half 
miles once a week. 

After working for six

Authority Speaks.

IS DROPPED BY 
U.S.C. BOARD OF CONTROL. 


Authorities, Who Issue 


Stand Talcen in North Considered Unjust by Local 
Statement Setting Forth 
U.S.C. Side .of Question —Feel that Relations Are 
Unhealthy at Present Tim e, but Do Not Find Fault. 


HE Athletic Board of Control 


T of the University of Seuthern 
California met yesterday and 
decided on a course of action which 
will have some effect on northern 
intercollegiate athletic relations, both 
present and future. In order that 
this course of action may be clearly 
understood, I was asked to make 4 
statement through the press with 
some explanation. 
It was decided definitely not to 
send a track team north this season 
for a dual meet on the Stanford cam- 
pus. This decision was not made 
through malice or hasty action, but 
rather in order to consistently fol- 
low the suggestions and insinuations 
made by Stanford. 
Stanford's final reasons for not 
sending the track team to Los Angeles 
were—firat, the meet here last year 
was won by unfair or so-called dirty 
methods. 
Second, Los Angeles newspaper 
publicity was unjust and detrimental 
to the welfare of Stanford Univer- 
sity. 
For these two reasons the manager 
says that relations between the asseo- 
ciated student organizations are 
strained and he believes that the 
meet in Southern California should 
be indefinitely postponed until we 
are sure that such feeling has died 


out. He, however, made fair offers 
to bring the U.S.C. team to the 
Stanford campus. It seems to us 


that a meet on their campus would 
do just as much to continue the 
strained relations as one here, since 
we refuse to admit that we won the 
meet here by dirty methods, and 
since we claim that the newspaper 
publiaity has never been unfavorable 
to Stanford when the latter sent 
varsity teams down here and met us 
in a sportsmanlike manner; but was 
only severe in cases where Stanford 
had flatiy cancelled dates in the face 
of popular demand of southern fol- 


lowers of track and field—dates made 


binding by ‘precedent and public 


opinion. 
LET IT DROP. 

This university accepts the sugges- 
tion, made by the Stanford Univer- 
sity, that rather than continue rela- 
tions to a breaking point they 
merely be allowed to drop until again 
in healthful condition. 

Rather than admit that Stan- 
ford has any ground for claiming 
that the meet last year was won by 
unfair methods and likewise we were 
later defeated on her campus by the 
use of the game unfair methods——we

prefer to say that there were several 
unfortunate incidents during the 
heat of competition in both meets, 
but that both universities had done 
everything possible in the line of se- 
curing competent officials; that its 
officials were competent, were fair in 
their decisions, and anything which 
happened should have been  over- 
looked and more strenu- 
ous and careful means Wf protecti 

adopted for the future. ‘ a" 

In insinuating that the meet fast 
year was won by questionable meth- 
ods, the Stanford team and manage- 
ment not only give this university an 
excuse for claiming that Stanford's 
action is tinsportsmaniike but casts 
a slur on the set of officials who han- 
dled the meet here. 

The president of the southern 
branch of the A.A.C. was referee, and 
is a man noted for his fairness and 
familiarity with the rules of competi- 
tion, and the rest of the officers were 
of the same stamp. 

In each place where there was a 
U.S.C. alumnus, there was a Stanford 
alumnus in a corresponding position. 
The meet was s0 close that there were 
many protestse—most of them were 
disailowed—on both sides. 

ANOTHER SIDE. 

Later, when the U.S.C. team met 
Stanford on the northern campus, the 
officials were entirely northern men. 
Again, many unfortunate incidants 
happened, such as Swiggett being 
crowded and jostied from the sun. 
Protests were made but not allowed. 
However, no one said that ‘he of- 
ficilais were not as fair as they pos- 
sibly could be, under the circum- 
stances, nor do we say that that is 
the reason for not meeting Stanford 
in the north. 

As long as Stanford insists that 
the meets or contests held in Los An- 
geles are won by unfair methods, we 
are willing to forego the pleasure of 
such meets, At any time that Stan- 
ford thinks we will do our utmost 
to give a fair deal, we will meet them 
here and also in the north. We will, 
as heretofore, submit our list of of- 
ficials to the Stanford management 
and extend the courtesy of allowing 
them to pick their own officials for 
the northern meet, 

BOARD APPROVES. 


The athletic board of control ap- 
proves the action of the manager, in 
negotiating dual agreements with Po- 
mona and Occidental. Also voted to

Dorr Uneconcernedly An- 
nouncement of Death Penalty for 
Murder of Aged Man.

SALEM (Mass.) Jan. 23.—William 
A. Dorr of Stockton, Cal., convicted 
siayer of George E. Marsh, an aged 
retired soap manufacturer of Lynn, 
was sentenced to die in the electric 
chair during the week of March 22. 
Dorr listened unconcernedly to the 
gertence and walked back without 
cemment to his cell. 

Marsh was found dead on the Lynn 
marches April 12, 1912. A week later 
Dorr was arrested at Stockton and 
brought here in a state of collapse. 

Dorr lived In Stockton at the home 
of his aunt, Miss Orpha Marsh, adopt- 
ed daughter of a brother of George 
E. Marsh, who was custodian of « 
trust from which she received an al- 
lowance with the understanding that 
the entire fund would accrue to her 
on the death of George E. Marsh. 
The prosecution contended this- fund 
furniehed a motive for the murder, 
as Dorr believed himself to be the 
beneficiary under Miss Marsh's will.

Sir: Replying to your letter of De- 
cember 22, 1913, in which you ask to 
be advised— 

(1.) How to make return of profit 
on Yeal estate transaction for iands 
sold subsequent to March 1, 1913, but 
which had been owned long prior to 
March 1, 1913. 

(2.) Whether accounts, contracted | 
prior to March 1, 1913, and known 
to be bad. may be deducted in your 
return of income for 1915 without suit 
being entered for collection. 

(3.) Where real estate is sold sub- 
sequent to March 1, 1915, for less 
than—in the opinion of the owner— 
what it is worth March 1, 1913, is the 
difference an allowable deduction 
within the meaning of the tncome tax 
law ? 

In reply: 

The total profit on the real es- 
tate transaction would be prorated 
for the entire period of the invest- 
ment and that portion of said profit 
aceruing within the taxable vear!

PANAMA CANAL AT BULLOCK’S 
CARRIES SHIPS ACROSS, 


Model of Great Engineering Work 
Shows Detail of Construction and 
Operation — Topographical Fea- 
tures Clearly Indicated—Lecture 
Explains Everything. 


Almost equal to a trip to the Pana- 
ma Zone is it to listen to the lecture 
and follow the miniature ships in their 
course through the new giant water- 
way, a model of which has recently 
been installed on an upper floor at 
Bullock's. 
From the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
the tiny vessels make their way, rest- 
ing at ease, their power put to sleep 
during their progress through the 
wondrous locks which are manipulat- 
ed by means of electric force gained 
in the overflow of the Chagres River;

part of the engineering artifice of thie 
great causeway which joins many 
nations in commercial unity. 
The relief map, which shows each 
topo@raphical feature of the entire 
route, is a thing of beauty as well as 
of scientific interest, and the many 
twinkling colored lights, which out- 
line the propelling tramways and in- 
dicate the whereabouts of the mighty 
locks, add a note of real artistic 
merit. 
The lecture, which accompanies the 
tour of the wee ships throughout, its 
fascinating to the mind and the in- 
formation gained, is such as will en- 
lighten upon many mooted points.

the house. Davis obtained this policy 
for Wheeler, paid the premium and 
charged Wheeler with the amount, 
$15.75. From this sum Davis de- 
ductd a commission of 25 per cent. 
The policy was issued December 4, 
1913. and it was in force less than 
a month when Wheeler was burned 
to. death. 
Edwin J. Cook, who has sworn toa 
charge of murder against Davis, yes- 
terday assisted Deputy District At- 
torney Blair and County Detectives 
Bright and Bonner in identifying all 
of the Davis property in the big box. 
Among the articles found was a large 
plece of canvas. This had been 
placed in the box shortly before the 
fire, and yet the day after the burn- 
ing of Wheeler in his home Davis 
swore out a warrant for Cook, charg- 
ing him with grand_larceny. Among 
the articles mentioned by Davis as 
having been stolen by Cook was the 
big plece of canvas found in the Da- 
vis box. 
Cook broke down and cried yester- 
day when he found this and other 
articles which Davis had accused him 
of stealing. The officers found that 
nearly every article not mentioned by 
Davis in the search warrant was listed 
as destroyed in the burned home. 
HEARING CONTINUED. 
Davis was taken to Sawtelle ves- 
terday for his preliminary examina- 
tion, but he pleaded that he had not 
been able to procure an attorney and 
for that reason asked a continuance 
to February 2. Justice L. F. Wells 
of Redondo, sitting in place of Jus- 
tice J. RB. Michaels of Sawtelle, who@ls 
ill, granted the postponement, 
warned

Davis that he would not be 
given another continuance. 

At the preliminary examination the

County Autopsy Surgeon Wagner 
yesterday said that, while Dr. L. RB. 
Stookey has not yet reported his in- 
vestigation on the poison found in the 
heart and stomach of the murdered 
man, every indication pointed to 
cyanide poisoning. Deputy Tistrict 
Attorney Blair sald that he had not 
yet been informed by the pathologist 
as to what he discovered, but he was

“He that receiveth a pro- 
phet in the name of a prophet shall 
receive a prophet’s reward;” a most 
remarkable declaration, revealing as 
it does that those who make possible 
the exercise of the prophetic gift by 
caring for the prophet, are in the 
thought of our Lord actually doing 
the work of the prophet. Thus these 
women in their tender ministry were 
in immediate and high co-operation 
with Him; and so through all time, 
the great cOmpany of obscure work- 
ers who are enabling those who oc- 
cupy the more conspicuous places to 
do the work of God, are in true fel-

appeared at its best, in the masterly 
symphony in G minor of Mozart, con- 
sidered by many as important, if not 
superior, to his “Jupiter” symphony. 

Books tell that Mozart used only ten 
days in the composition of this sym- 
phony; but results in art are not meas- 
ured by time. Some think that the 
theme is simple, which is true; but it 
is great and the greatest achievements 
aro often of extreme simplicity. 

Mozart's sympbony is delightful, es- 
pecially for those who are fond of 
that century of courtesy, of high heels, 
powdered wigs, beauty spots and 
paniers: the most famous feminine era 
the world has seen. In the “allegro 
molto” one hears the rustle of satin 
and brocades, the “andante” prepares 
us for the “minuet,.” while the “al- 
legro as#ai” completes the picture, 
by Watteau and Bou- 
cher 

Prelude to Act II of “The Martyr- 
dom of St. Sebastian” (In the Magic 
Chamber) was next given: it had nev- 
er been heard here before; it was pub- 
lished last year. 

To those who cling to older systems 
of musical construction, the orches- 
tration of Debussy is disturbing, but 
from the complex variety of instru- 
ments his master mind produces tone 
colors and exquisite shading hereto- 
fore unknown. For the uninitiate— 
the ordinary lover of music, without 
prejudice or academic ‘training, the 
Debussy music possesses a quality of 
clarity, of vision into the true con- 
struction of a new harmony, more 
impressionistic, nearer the unchange- 
able truth of nature. 

While very short, the prelude of “In 
the Magic Chamber’ is deeply im- 
pressive as a new message of the mu- 
sic of tomorrow. 

Contrasting with Mendelssohn and 
Mozart, the symphonic poem “Death 


according to Strauss’s instructiona, is 
disturbing. 

“Death and Transfiguration,” how- 
ever, mark one of the great mile- 
stones in the modern progress of 
German musical art, which may lead 
to new fields. 

The concert yesterday was also 
notable for the appearance of a sole- 
ist, heretofore omitted from thie sea- 
son's recitals. Franz Egenieff, an 
eminent German baritone, was the 
artist. 

Probably because he had created 
with considerable appreciation the 
baritone part in “Der Vampyr’ of 
Marschner in the Berlin Royal Opera- 
house, the artist had elected to give 
the arla from the opera. While the 
music is clever, subservient to the 
singing part, the choice was not es- 


pecially happy, as not affording 
the singer opportunity to dls- 
play his fine dramatic tone 


quality, not espectally convincing in 
a frock coat. His German diction 
was clear and his voice showed a fin- 
ished technical training. 

In Verdi's aria from “Ballo di 
Maachera,” Franz Fgenieff showed to 
far greater advantage as an adept tin 
the art of bel canto, with a cultured 
knowledge of Italian. His lower 
tones are very beautiful, his inter- 
pretation is thoughtful and delicate, 
but always viril. His success was im- 
mediate—he was recalied four times. 

Herr Tandier had made a “tour de 
force” in leading the orchestra, at 
the first concert without notes. He 
surpassed himself yesterday by di- 
recting the entire programme without 
a secore, a very .remarkable feat of 
musical memory when one thinks of 
the difficulty of memorizing such long 
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and complicated works as those of 
Mozart, Debussy and Strauss.

HOLDS CHAUFFEUR TO BLAME. 


A Coroner's jury yesterday in an 
inquest held over the body of Ervin 
Ensign, who died last Wednesday 
night of a fracture of-the skull an 
hour after he had been struck by the 
automobile of John 8. Cravens, 
brought a verdict that the deceased 
had come to his death “from a frac- 
ture of .the skull, caused by being 
struck by an auto owned by John 8. 
Cravens. We, the jury, find that the 
parties concerned were not exercising 
due caution.” 

The matter thus goes to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, but it is not 
likely that a prosecution will result, 
according to Coroner Hartwell. 

Cravens took the stand at the in- 
quest, which was held at the under- 
taking establishment of Ives & War- 
ren, and testified that he was not in 
the automobile at the time. It was 
being driven, he said, to the home of 
Joseph Hixon, where he and Mrs. 
Cravens were. He said that the men 
who were standing in the street talk- 
ing, wore dark raincoats and that it 
had been difficult for the driver of 
the car to see them. J. L. Beck, one 
of the men who was talking with 
Ensign at the time of the accident, 
and who escaped injury by jumping 
to one side, said that the automobile 
was proceeding at the rate of about 
twenty or twenty-five niles an hour 
L. A. Peet, the other man of the trio, 
'who escaped injury, made practically 
the same statement. F.. W. Finch, 
chauffeur for Cravens. declared the 
speed had been but about ten miles 
an hour, and John Reese, a footman, 
who sat beside Finch on the box, 
said # could not have been greater 
than ten or twelve miles.

STATE BANKS 
MAY AFFILIATE. 


Long Beach Banker Cites 
Law Covering Question, 


Movement Started to Estab- 
lish Home for Boys. 


Congress Urged to Hurry 
Federal Building Plans. 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 23.--“Under 
the banking laws of California, any 
State bank may join the Federal Re- 
serve Association,” said C. J. Walker, 
president of the Farmerr’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank this afternocn. 

A story has been printed and ac- 
cepted by thousands that as the Cali- 
fornia law prohibited any bank which 
secured its charter from the State 
investing any part of its capital of 
surplus in stocks of any corporation 
or institution, State banks were not 
allowed te enter the new govern- 
ment bank system which would re- 
quire a certain investment. 

“Atedhe time the Glass-Owens cur: 
rency bill was under consideration,” 
Walker continued, “the State Legisla- 
ture was in session and made provi- 
sion for the new currency act. Here 
is the State law.” Walker produced 
the banking act of California and 
pointed to Article 1, Section 56. In 
part the law reads as follows: “Any 
bank organized and existing under 
the lawe of this State is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to join or 
associate itself with any ‘National 
Reserve Association of the United 
States’ ..... ‘Nothing in this act 
shall prohibit any such bank from 
joining or associating itself with such 
association, or plan, or branch 
thereof, nor from investing any part 
of its capital or surplus in the stock 
se . provided, however, that such 
investment shail in no case exceed 
the minimum amount required to join 
or associate itself with such assocta- 
tion, plan, or branch thereof.” 

The act goes on to state that the 
bank joining shall be permitted to 
transact its business in accordance 
with the rules and regulations that 
may be made by Congress.

Anaheim Union Water Company 
Stockholders Will Hold Annual 
Meeting Last Day of January. 
FULLERTON, Jan. 23.—The an-' 
nual meeting of stockholders of the | 
Anaheim Union Water Company, sup- 


plying irrigation water for the Fuller- 
ton, Anaheim and Placentia districts, 
will be held January 31.

MARYSVILLE (Cal) Jan. 23.— 
Positive declaration was made on the 
witness stand today that Deputy 
Sheriff Fugene Daken, who shot and 
killed one man and injured another 
in the hop yard riots at Wheatland 
last August, fired the first shot from 
a shotgun point blank into the crowd 
of strikers. This Statement was made 
by John Morris, a witness for the de- 
fense in the trial of Richard (Blackie) 
Ford, H. D. Suhr, William Beck and 
Harry Bagan for the murder of for- 
mer Dist.-Atty. E. T. Manwell in the 
riot. This was the most important 


evidence introduced by the defense 
during the entire day. 
MORRIS’S TESTIMONY. 

Morris, who was employed on the 
Durst brothers hop ranch as an in- 
Spector before the riot and as fore- 
man of a gang of pickers afterward, 
said he was standing at his tent a 
short distance from the crowd when 
the officers drove up in automobiles. 

Sheriff George Voss, Manwell and 
Deputy Sheriff Eugene Reardon, who 
was killed with Manwell, went into 
the center of the crowd with other 
officers as soon as they alighted from 
their automobiles, said the witness, 
but Daken, Deputy Sheriff A. H. 
Armstead of Wheatland, and another 
witness took up positions at the fringe 
of the crowd in front of the tent oc- 
cupied by Morris and his family. 

Daken and Anderson, he testified, 
were armed with shotguns. Daken 
Was very nervous and trembled like 
a leaf, said the witness. He put his 
gun to his shoulder and, leveling the 
weapon at the strikers, fired into the 
crowd. 
“I was only twelve feet away from 
him and could see the inclination of 
the barrel.” Morris added. 
Just before the deputy fired the firat 
shot, Morris said that he asked mem- 
bers of the Sheriff's posse near his 
tent if they were going to make inno- 
cent women and children targets for 
their bullets; The deputies, he said, 
moved a few feet to one side. 
Morris also said he saw Daken and 
Raiph Durst. one of the owners of 
the ranch, chased from the scene tn 
a hail of rocks and bottles thrown 
by the strikers. Durst escaped in a 
waiting automobile. Daken, he said. 
was holding the crowd at bay with

This is a conservative estimate, 
since it is known positively that the 
growers of the valley are this year 
planning to place in the neighborhood 
of 60,000 more acres in cotton than 
was planted last year, and a most lib- 
eral allowance is made for any altera- 
tions in their plana. | 

A. M. Shenk, president of the 
Calexico Cotton Gin and Compress 
Company, announces the contem- 
plated erection by that company of a 
$50,000 seed oi] mill, one, and possibly 
two more gins in Calexico, and gins 
in the towns of Seeley and Packard, 
respectively. The plans of this com- 
pany now call for the tripling of their 
capacity at Calexico, and the feasibi!- 
ity of placing one or more gins at 
advantageous points across the bor- 
der in Mexican territory is beifg seri- 
ously considered. 

Should the present plans be carried 
out successfully, Calexico will be the 
proud possessor of five or more gins, 
a $50,000 compressing plant. and the 
above mentioned oil mill. These, in 
addition to the numerous ‘side indus- 
tries which the above would necess!i- 
tate, such as a bonded warehouse 
yard, and a feeding yard, will add 
thousands of dollars monthly to the 
Calexico pay roll. 

If it is not considered safe to place 
gins across the line to handle the 
enormous amount of cotton grown 
there, Calexico will probebly surpass 
the port of Los Aftigeles in imports 
during the coming months of No- 
vember and December, since during 
this same period last year they ended 
a close pecond, as is shown by figures 
recently complied. This is due almost 
entirely to the importation of the 
Mexican cotton, $859,000 worth of 
which passed through the Calexico 


customshouse within the last two 
months.
